Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on 23 March 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-7, 9, 15-21, 23, 29-35, 37 and 74 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. It is unclear to the 
examiner what the meaning of "value as print item information" is. Claims 2-7, 9, 16-21 , 
23, 30-35, and 37 are rejected for depending on claims 1,15, and 29. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

5. Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claim 29 is drawn to functional descriptive 
material not claimed as residing on computer readable medium. The examiner 
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suggests amending the claim to embody the program on "computer readable medium" 
in order to make the claim statutory. 



6. Claims 1-7, 9, 15-21, 23, 29-35, 37 and 74 would be allowable if the 112 rejection 
is overcome. Additionally, claims 29-35 and 37 would be allowable if the 101 rejection 
of claim 29 is overcome.
